Lancaster County, Nebraska.

The Chair opened the public hearing and asked if anyone wished to testify in favor
of the proposal.

The Clerk administered the oath to Brian Carstens, appearing on behalf of Bernie
and Connie Heier.

Carstens stated the plat reconfigures a lot line between two existing lots.  

In response to a question asked by Hudkins, Carstens stated there were no
structures located on either lot.  

The Chair asked if anyone else wished to testify.

No one appeared and the hearing was closed.

The Chair requested New Business Item 6A be moved forward on the agenda.

RETURNING TO PUBLIC HEARINGS:

B. County Special Permit 205, requested by Dr. David Samani, for
authority to construct and operate a recreational facility for an off-
road riding club, on property generally located at the northwest
corner of Southwest 84th Street and Kolbrook Road in Lancaster
County, Nebraska.

The Chair opened the public hearing.  

MOTION: Schorr moved and Hudkins seconded to limit public testimony to three
minutes per person.  Heier, Hudkins, Schorr and Stevens voted aye. 
Workman voted no.  Motion carried.

The Clerk administered the oath to Dr. David Samani, applicant.

Dr. Samani presented the application indicating he purchased the land on July 21,
2003 in order to make it into a motocross park.  He stated he wanted to make it a
friends and family type environment where children and families could ride
motorcycles and participate in sports and events with BMX bicycles.  

Dr. Samani stated he has visited with the opposition and discussed the following
concessions he would be willing to make:  

! Limiting the number of motorcycles operating at any one time to 15
! Limiting the number of races to four to eight per year
! Intermittent use of the track
! Limiting the hours of operation
! No permanent changes to the land, such as, no installation of permanent lighting,

repair shops
! No use of gasoline or petroleum storage tanks
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 5) PUBLIC HEARINGS CONTINUED:

! Development of a plan regarding storm water drainage which is on file with the 
Natural Resources District (NRD) and the State of Nebraska  

! Purchase of a water truck to reduce the dust level   
! No riding on public roads
! Re-seed area with prairie grass
! Soil conservation measures to be implemented
! No hunting
! Removal of all barb wire and other obstacles for the protection of the participants
! Provide a one-year advance schedule to the Audubon Society, with closure of the track

on days when the Society has teaching sessions/classes
! Ambulance on-site
! Medical kit at the track
! No food services
! Responsible for litter on Kolbrook Road
! Assist the County with maintenance of Kolbrook Road should there be increased wear

and tear

Dr. Samani stated he would continue operating the track as a friends and family
operation even if the special permit were to be denied.  If approved, he said, the
special permit would allow some control by the County, as well as law
enforcement.  

Dr. Samani added that potential racing planned at the track would be one
American Motorcycle Association (AMA) race per year and club racing which would
take place between the track in Friend, Nebraska, as well as the track in Ashland
and possibly Seward.  The number of days the track would be in operation would
be approximately 72 days per year including club days and race days.  

In response to a question asked by Workman regarding insurance, Dr. Samani
stated the track, public spectators and the riders would be covered by McNaughton
Insurance.  Each individual racer and public spectator, he said, would be insured
for up to $1,000,000.  He stated the track is currently covered through Union
Agency.

Workman asked about a purchase agreement with Larry Woods.

Dr. Samani stated he does have an intent to purchase agreement for the home
and the real property.  
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 5) PUBLIC HEARINGS CONTINUED:

Offered and marked for the record was a petition consisting of approximately 500
signatures supporting the creation and operation of a motocross track and off road
park (Exhibit 1).

Mark Hunzeker, attorney representing Dr. Samani, appeared and briefly discussed
the following areas relating to a proposed new condition number one (Exhibit 2):

! Restrict operation of track to three days a week - two weekdays from 1 p.m. to 7
p.m.; Saturdays from 12 p.m. to 6 p.m.

! Bicycles would be allowed on Monday, Wednesday and Friday or other days when the
track is closed to motorcycles

Hunzeker suggested that the following language be added to the end of Item 1b:
“except on scheduled race days”.

Hunzeker addressed noise levels noting that testing was conducted by the Health
Department on several occasions.  He stated in terms of real noise, the track
would not create a noise disturbance of any magnitude.  Hunzeker stated they
have developed a list of restrictions on the operation of the facility to ensure that
the track doesn’t exceed reasonable noise limitations.  He said they have offered
to limit the noise levels within a 300 foot distance of any occupied dwelling,
whether now existing or later built, to 50 decibels.  Hunzeker stated they also
offered not to exceed a 78 decibel limit at the property line.  

Rich Thorson, Lincoln-Lancaster County Health Department, appeared and
explained that the procedure used for testing noise levels is to take ten, 60 second
readings using a calibrated meter which performs the averaging or Leq function. 
He said they then do calculations on the ten readings to determine an average
Leq.  Thorson stated testing was conducted on January 1st when there were
approximately 10 to 15 motorcycle riders on the site.  Racing was simulated to
take a baseline reading.  At that time, a reading of around 39 decibels was taken 
approximately one-half mile from the simulated racing activity.  Thorson said other
readings produced a decibel level of approximately 30, however, they were taken
after a large snowstorm and there was very little traffic.

The Chair asked if anyone else wished to testify in favor or opposition to the
special permit.

Hunzeker suggested to the Board that there is an option remaining which could
possibly be a compromise.  He stated that the County Board could choose to issue
the permit on an annual, renewable basis.  

The Chair closed the public hearing.

In response to a question asked by Stevens, Kristy Mundt, Deputy County
Attorney, stated individuals may file a complaint with Building and Safety regarding
a violation.  She explained that after Building and Safety has completed their
investigation and made a determination, the complaint would then be submitted to
the County Attorney’s Office.  At that point, the County Attorney’s Office has two
options:  

! Criminal prosecution for the violation of a zoning ordinance
! Injunctive Relief 

Stevens asked under what conditions a special permit could be revoked.  

Mike DeKalb, Planning Department, responded that a special permit could be
revoked if the condition(s) established were violated.  He stated he didn’t believe
the County Board had ever revoked one, however, there may have been occasions
when the applicant(s) have been warned that they need to comply with the set
conditions.  

Extensive discussion took place regarding an annual renewable permit.  

MOTION: Workman moved and Hudkins seconded approval of County Special
Permit 205 for a one-year period and include an automatic sunset
provision stating that the permit ends on February 24, 2005.

He stated the County
Board could direct the County Attorney’s Office to prepare a resolution
incorporating some of the new conditions which could become an amendable
document for a later meeting.
